13. LABOUR AND EMPLOYMENT 


This section presents data relating to employment in public and private sectors, data 
relating to Employment Exchange, and wages paid to agricultural and skilled labourers. 


Tables 13.1 to 13.8: Present results of the Census of Government Employees, all the 
employees working in the offices of the Pondicherry State Government and the employees of the 
Local bodies, Autonomous bodies and the employees of the Central Government offices stationed 
jn the Union Territory of Pondicherry have been inclided. For this census those who are on the 
pay rolls of the establishment have been taken as regular staff. The staff paid from contingencies, 
work charged personnel and those employed on daily wages have been classified as non-regular staff- 
Casual daily rated labour employed for less than a month and contractor's labour have not been in- 
cluded. Those who have been confirmed and hold substantively the post against which they are 
shown on date of census, have been taken as permanent employees though working temporarily 
or officiating in any temporary post on the date of census, have also been taken as permanent. 
All those who are not confirmed and do not hold substantively any post on the date of census have 
been taken as temporary persons appointed in leave arrangemeats and temporary employees officiating 
in permanent posts have been shown as temporary. Basic -pay includes personal or Special pay 
if any, but excludes dearness allowance and other allowances. The Fourth Pay Commission 
pay scales are adopted since the year 1987.
